We presume we must give Cariboo gold 
fields Ihe credit of infusing so much modern 
enterprise into the Government. Nothing 
but thegulvanio , shook* produced by that 
region this fall, could have inspired the 
weak nerves of a plodding administration to 
make an effort to prove to the world that it I 
had entire confidence in the resources of the , 
country. Hitherto the pettinacjous refusals 
of the Government to go into debt, was in- 
terpreted, even by capitalists, into a want of 
confidence in the country. Luckily, the 
antiquated policy of not ".pending more
